W« 
must Mttle whether untoniam ti to 
atand or fall. There will be no more 
conferences with the United States 
Stetl corporation unless the meeting 
is asked for by the offlclala of that 
corporation. The Amalgamatad Aaao- 
ciatioa will act mak« a rcquMt for a 
peace meeting." 

Theie and several other F!u:iiifirant 
fltatements wore made by FrthiiUnt 
Shaffer of the Amalpaniated Ansocla 
tioQ of Iron. Steel and Tin Workers 
ttpoa hli return from the frultlase 
conference with J. Pterpont Morgan 
and others In New York. 

It Is now a fiuht to tho finish be- 
tween the billion-dollar steel trust and 
ofganlzed labor.* Mr. Shaffer says he 
is ready to employ every peaceable 
means withfa the power of man to 
win a victor.v. No quarter la to be 
gi\'cn and none will be rnquested. The 
management of the battle has been 
placed in the hands of President Shaf- 
fer. He has absolute power to call 
out every man who is connected with 
the orgaDiiatfon and be Intends to do 
it. He is satisfled with the progress 
of the flght to date. He flnds that 
none of his battle lines have been 
broken. Promise Is made by Mr. Shaf- 
fer that the trust will find the Ama|- 
gamated Association is strong in 
many of its mills. 

President Shaffer, Secretary Wil- 
liams, n. I. Davis. M. F. Tigha and 
John Chappelle of Wellsville returned 
from New York Sunday evening. The 
president and advisers did ant appear 
to ba the least cast down. "There Is 
not much that T can say about the sit- 
uation at present." paid Mr. Shaffer. 

When atjkcd if there would be a 
ipeetiDg Monday Mr. Shaffer said; 
"None will be needed. The fact of 
the matter is that we held oae ia New 
York Saturday evening." 

"Was there any action taken at that 
meeting about calling out all of tho 
men In the employ of the United 
States Steel corporation?" 

"I w^u glvep fi)|l authority to act 
The meetipg empowered me |^ issue a 
call whenever in my judgmeat I 
thought It time to act." 
"When will that call be Issued?" 
"That depends upon a number of 
things. It is difTicuIt to say just the 
eiact day that I will be ready to exer- 
cise the authority vested In ipe.'* 

"Can no you flz some definite date 
when Ihls order will be issued?" 

"You can fcay ttint within a week 
every union man and every union man 
at heart in the employ of the United 
States Steel corporation will be re- 
quested by me to |otn Amalgamated 
Association in winning this Strike." 

"Do you think you will be able to 
close all of the miilB of ttf stael cui 
porati09?" ^ 

"I U| of the opinion that every one 
of them can be dosed. We have some 
great surprises in store for the trust. 
The men have been organized in some 
of their mills that they never dreamed 
could be touched. We have the sym- 
pathy of the workmen and they will 
not throw apy ftrawa tn t^f way of 
our absolute vletory." 

Mr. Shaffer said th>t the stories 
that Mr. Morgan had been ugly during 
the conference Saturday were untrue.

Latgast Levluthitii uf the Deep Balls 

Into .New Vork. 

New York, Aug. 5.— The biggest ship 
Ip the world, the Celtic of the White 
Star line, reached her dock here Sun- 
day on her maiden voyag«, H< r time 
from Liverpool was 8 days and 46 
minutes. As she Is berthed her steer- 
age deck is higher than tbesntranceto 
the pier. After she was warped in the 
iron doors aft the cabin had to be 
opened to land the passengers. The 
sun derk tcwf i s above the roof of the 
pier. There were 345 cabin and 268 
steerage passengers on the Celtic. It 
was not intended that the big liner 
should make any marvelous time on 
this trip. Her average spftd was 
14.95 knots, although she ia able to 
log 16.6 knots sn hour. 



War Between Dental Schools. 
Milwaukea. Aug. 5. — An attempt al 
legrd to have been plaiund by the 
National Association of Dental Facul- 
ties to expol the National university 
of Washington from that organisation 
was frustrated when an Injunction 
was secured by the proscribed sehool 
from Court (Jommissioner Fred Schrtl- 
ber to prevent such action on the part 
of the organization. The association 
had spent the day discussing means 
for abollsalng fraudulent dental 
schools, and the attempt to expel the 
Washington s('ho<iI was alleged to be 
one of the steps contemplated. The 
National university has been a mem- 
ber of the association 14 years. 

Terrible Forest Fire. 
Berlin. Aug. .''). — A terrible fire Is 
ragfng in the extensive pine forests 
near Kaldenkirohen. on the Dutih 
Prussia frontier. Firemen from ail 
the neighboring vlllnges. aided by the 
inhabitants, headed by their burgo- 
masters, are at work tr.ving to check 
the flames, hut so far without success. 
Several thousand acrfs of valuable 
timber have beea destroyed. Train 
service through the district has been 
suspended as the fire has ropched the 
railway track. The damage la about 
1.000,000 marks. A stiff north wind is 
blowing and It ia feared that the fire 
will reach the extensive forests in the 
Aix-la-Chappelle district 

Boers In Cape Colony. 
Ix)ndon. Aw- 5. — The Cape Town 
correspoadeat of the Daily Mail, in a 

communication dated July 17. places 
the strength of the Boers In Cape Col- 
ony between 7,000 and 8,000 men, a! 
most all of whom are rebels. The 
Daily Mail contrasts this with the of- 
ficial statpmant not long ago that they 
were only 1,000. "The colonial author- 
ities," the correspondent continues, 
"have just awakened to the possibil- 
ity that the last shot In the war may 
be fired In Cape Colony, and unless 
vigorous effoi^ vr* put forth tbare is 
nothing to prevent the Boers from 
holding out another 12 moalba.** 

Crops In United KiDgilom. 
London, Aug. 6.— Teh wheat harvest 
ia the United Kingdom baa been in 
full swing for a week and the Mark 
Lane Kxpress calculates that, although 
the quality is Bae, the yield In the 
most Important counties w^ll ba four 
quarters to the acre afalnst tba «su- 
ai five qufirters. Barley, likewise, is 
of good quality, but the quantity is be- 
low the average; and outs are thin to 
make a big crop. The yield of Eng- 
lish and Scotch potatoea will be fully 
up to the average, while Ireland prom- 
ises t|ip bast ytald plpca iS9f. which 
was a grand year. 

Brasil to Partleipata. 

Rio Janeiro, Aug. I.— Braiil will ifot 
appoint delegates to the Pan-Ameri- 
can congress in Maxtco, as the esi^ct 

form of the program is not settled 
Nevertheless the government has sent 
a message to congress requesting an 
appropriation for azpenditurea for 
participation in the eoagrtsa Depu- 
ties Esberaldo and Irino attacked the 
bill, asserting that Brazil had no In 
terest in assisting at the congress, 
the only reault of which would be to 
awfukea dtstmat of l^peaii Lsitias 
against Americans.

The strungfat tt-sMiuouy itiven 8o far 
in tb« SampsoD-Scbley controveny over 
the SaDtiaKO battle cornea from the oom« 
raandpra of the vanqnisbed Spanith bat- 
tle ihipf. They are nnptintpd in their 
priiiiea of Schley. The Captain ol the 
Cristobal Colon leavea no doubt M to 
^vhuln the honor of the viotory btlODg*. 
Here is what be says: 

"All the American ofllMra. without 
•Xc<'rtion. dill tht ir duty In the naval 
battle of Santiaso. So did we, al- 
tho\it;h It is ( t rtain that we were van- 
qulshed by the auperiority of force. 
It is absurd and onpAtriotlc to make 
any exception in the case of Admiral 
Schloy. It Is absurd because the 
Brooklyn was in the thick of tho fight 
throughout. Sho wu at the mouth of 
the barbor wbea we tried to pass out 
and engaged ua with a terrific fire, do- 
ing frightful damage to the end. In 
the pursuit of tho Cristobal Colon, we 
BUrri-ndt-red to the Brooklyn 45 miles 
West of .Santiago. 

"The Brooklyn was the first to on- 
counter us as w# were coming out and 
the first to lead in the pursuit, and she 
kept up tho lead, with the Oregon 
vastly aiding. Tho Brooklyn landed 
a shell Just ahead of my ship, and, 
with the Oregon helpiuf her there was 
aothing left ^or a« to do but run 
ashore. 

"Thf Brooklyn's conduct was brave; 
hence Conimodoro Schley was brave. 
Schley was on post, where he was put 
by Sampson. After the battle com- 
menced each commander acted ac- 
cording to circumstances and events 
show that the Brooklyn bore a bravo 
part. I should say that Schley was not 
only brave, but very competent, as Is 
Sampson, whom I know peraoaally. 
I don't know Schley, but I am a friend 
of Captain Cook of the Brooklyn, 
whose photograph I have. On th • 
back of it you can read the following: 
'Duty to our flags brought us togeth- 
^er In strife. The sea made us friends. 
May Qod preaerve your life and give 
to you that m^aure of bleaaing which 
your rourase so richly deserves.* 

'.'Of all I lie .\tni rican .ships the 
Brooklyn was the moat exposed to our 
fire and to that of our batteriea. Com- 
modore Schley'a own report was a 
modpl of a plain, sailor-like and gen- 
tl" manly siatement. Srliley directed 
that our officers retain their personal 
effects. A coward is never generous. 
The suggestion of cowardice probably 
comes from cowards.

He is in the Tinted Stales 
ou a leave of al>.')en('e. iSpurgeon talked 
entertainingly on the country in which 
be is now living. Liberia, as is generally 
known, is a negro republic. Many years 
ago the Liberian republic waa launched 
with the hope that the American negro 
ooold ba inaoeed to go there and thus 
settle a perplexing social problem here; 
but the American negro knew a good 
thing when he had it in his hand and be 
refused to II ii k l)a( k to Africa to any 
great degree. iSpurgeon says tiial about 
50,000 negroM did go, however, but only 
about I.'),000 ( f the original pptflers or 
their desceudauts remain to-day. The 
change in climate, etc., waa mora than 
they could survive. 

The civili/.td population of Liberia is 
about 50,000, but there are several mil- 
lion of savages. The government is mod- 
eled pretty much after that of the I nifed 
States. The TreHident is William D. Cole- 
man, a negro, f jrmetly of Louisville, Ky. 
AH of the ofBcera, supreme justices, etc., 
are neKroes. The priocipal industry is 
the growing of coffee, ^urgeon says 
tbata Is ooaaldarabla tadtanaat now 
over prospective gold discoveries, and 
that a commission from Liberia is now 
in London negotiating witb British cap* 
italists for tba devalopmant of tba Rold 
fields.
